The select committee that conducted 
the investigation in the Indian T erri­ 
tory has about completed the second 
installment of its report and will sub­ 
mit it to the senate this week.

some of the recommendations in the 
report will be unnecessary. These rec­ 
ommendations relate to the administra­ 
tion of the allotments of members of 
the Five Tribes. 
The committee has 
decided to severely criticise Secretary 
Hitchcock for issuing the Choctaw res­ 
ervation order. 
It has toned down its 
remarks concerning the secretary. 
It 
did this because the forest reserve 
scheme has been killed and because 
Mr. Hitchcock will leave the cabinet 
in about three weeks.

Feb. l l —The Demo­ 
cratic Executive committee of Okla­ 
homa has withdrawn its order for a 
primary election to be held March 12, 
owing to the contact with the promised 
report from the constitutional conven­ 
tion’s election committee, which is to 
fix the date for ratifying the constitu­ 
tion and tile selection of party candi­ 
dates. 
The convention will more than 
likely declare for the blanket primary 
system for nominations of state officers 
ami an advisory primary for United 
States senator, which is about as close 
to the Federal Constitution as the Okla­ 
homa law can with safety go. 
The convention committee will not 
report before Monday. 
There are two 
ideas as to when the constitution should 


be voted on and the primaries held—in 
June or in August. 
Depending upon 
this is the date for the first legislative 
session. 
To determine the conventions author­ 
ity in the premises the committee has 
addressed three questions to the jud­ 
iciary committee which asks if the 
I body has power to provide qualifications

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The Jamestown exposition, which 
opens to the world the las? of next 
April, is the first international slow 
which has ever been beld in tins coun­ 
try on the shores of deep w iter, and 
for this reason one of tilt' chief feat­ 
ures which bas boon planned for the 
exposition is the g:i*her ing of the 
crack ships of the principal naval pow­ 
ers of the world 
Hampton Roads, 
along which extends the site of the 
lair, offers a magnificent waterway 
for the maneuvering of a large fleet of 
warships, and it is the purpose of the 
Fair officials to make the most >f these 
conditions. 
in furtherance with these plans the 
lr nit cd States officials have invited all 
the world to share in the event and to 
send warships 
It is said that nearly 
every world power has accepted and 
will be represented by the pick of 
their navies. 
And not only will the 
warships he there, hut it is expected 
th a t they will bring soldiers to partici­ 
pate in the land maneuvers, so that on 
both land and sea will be witnessed 
the mingling of soldiers and ships of 
j*U the great nations. 
It is probable 
that ti e world has never seen such a 
spectacle as will he witnessed at the 
Jamestown fair, and it 
is doubtful 
w hether ever again the world will 
have the opportunity of seeing the 
fighting forces of the world mingling 
in friendly intercourse and brilliant 
m aneuvers instead of deadly combat. 
The event which the exposition and 
this great military and naval pageant 
v in commemorate was the founding 
of the tost 
English settlement on 
American soil. It was at Little Jam es­ 
town. on the Tames river, that the Eng­ 
lish language first gained a footing on 
American seal 
And May 14, 1907, will 
bring the 300th anniversary of the 
landing, and it will be celebrated as it 
should he. 
W hen the hour of noon, April 20. 
1907 arrives, the 
president 
of 
the 
Ignited States will press an electric 
batton which will open to th** inspec­ 
tion and admiration of the world a 
beautiful oily on the shores of Hamp­ 
ton Roads; a city erected as if by 
magic, a city complete in every de­ 
tail. 
The days and months past have 
been busy ones at the beautiful point 
of land projecting out into Hampton 
Hoads, and the woodland and meadow 
have been transformed into a para­ 
dise of beauty. wi‘h trees of many va­ 
rieties. fragrant flowers gorgeous pal­ 
aces. handsome state buildings and 
pretty cottages covering this great ox- 
position ground of rc0 acres. 
The 
great auditorium is practically finish­ 
ed, the palacec of art and History are 
well under way. the palace of manu­ 
factures and liberal arts and the pal­ 
aces of transportation and machinery 
are under roof and rapidly nearing 
completion, while work is being push­ 
ed on all the other exposition build­ 
ings proper, the government and state 
buildings and the grand piers.

jof streets and walks have been finish­ 
e d anil with several thousand men at 
•work every day witnesses great ad- 
*vancement toward the completion of 
dhis, in many respects, the most mag­ 
nificent exposition ever held. 
Th'* Jamestown Tor-Centennial is to 
commemorate the birth of this great 
nation, an event which transpired 
when John Smith and his adventurous 
party landed on an island 30 miles 
from the mouth of tin* great river of 
Virginia, and 
formed a settlement 
which they called Jamestown and the 
m ighty river James. Here, on the 13th 
day of May, 1607, the ax was first 
buried in the trees and the first logs 
hewn for the first, English settlement 
In the new world. 
Rut the founda­ 
tion was a mighty event in the history 
of the greatest republic on the globe, 
end nothing could he more appropri­ 
a te than a proper celebration in com­ 
m em oration of that occurrence by a 
g rea t international exposition.

Washington.—Consular reports from 
Brussels announce the discovery there 
of a new art process by which objects 
of the most delicate character, such 
as a rose in full bloom and filmy lace. 
can he reproduced in bronze by sub­ 
merging them in a copper solution. 
Consul General George W. Roosevelt 
writes about the new discovery as fol­ 
lows: 
"The first attem pt at metallizing ob­ 
jects was known to the industrial 
world as long ago as 1861-1866, when 
unsuccessful efforts were made to m et­ 
aliz e flowers. 
After six years of re­ 
search and experiments, H. Monge 
and C. Arzano succeeded in perfecting 
the art, and recently established a 
factory at Brussels for the manufac­ 
ture of bronze plated art objects. 
The object of this establishment is 
to place handsomely finished metal­ 
lized objects on the market, in o v e r­ 
particular equal to, hut at one-eighth 
the cost of cast bronze, and to immut­ 
ably fix the incomparable forms nature 
gives to her products, such as flowers, 
leaves, fruits, and insects. 
Of these 
the most skillful have heretofore only 


furnished fair imitations by covering 
the object by electrolytic means with 
an exceedingly thin, birt as dense as 
possible, coating of brass, which trans­ 
forms lh** natural objects into bronze. 
“Without disclosing secret methods 
of metallizing, no hesitancy was ob­ 
served concerning the length of time 
that objects were retained in what 19 
known as the bath. 
The time varies 
from 24 to 72 hours. The objects se­ 
lected for metallizing are generally 
well known works of famous artists, 
objects for decorative purposes, and 
artistic objects, such as card and ash 
receivers. 
The 
finished 
articles, 
which resemble in weight, texture, 
and color, real bronze, are entirely dif 
ferent from any manufacture now on 
the market, 
as they are 
declared 
chemically pure copper.”

Guthrie, Ok. Feb. 11-The Demo- 


cratic Executive committee of Okla- 
homa has withdrawn its order for a 
primary election to be held March 12, 
owing to the conflict with the promised 
report from the constitutional conven- 
tion's election committee/ which is to 
fi x the date for ratifying the constitu- 
tion and the selection of party candi- 
dates. The convention will more than 
likely declare for the blanket primary 
system for nominations of state officers 
and an advisory primary for United 
States senator, which is about as close 
to the Federal Constitution as the Okla- 
homa law can with safety go.

i be voted on and the primaries held—in 
June or in August.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON 


TOUCHING THE TERRITORY 


Washington, D. C. Feb. 11—Webster 
allijiger, who prepared the amend- 


ment transferring 
the Choctaw and 


Chickasaw freedmen from the freed- 
men roll to the Indian roll, said today 
that if he failed to get the amendment 
through congress he would appeal to 
the courts. He stated that he would 
file a test case involving the claims of 
the freedmen 
and he believed the 


courts would sustain their application 
for transfer. There is stronger oppos- 
ition to the Ballinger proposition in the 
house than there is in the senate. 


Delegate B. S. McGuire of Oklahoma 


had a talk with Gifford Pinchot, chief 
of the Bureau of Forestry, regarding 
the bill Mr. McGuire has introduced in 
the house providing for the appointment 
of a commission to investigate the plan 
to establish a forest reserve in southern 
Indian Territory. 
Mr. Pinchot stated 


that he hoped the bill would be passed 
at this session so the 
commission can 


submit its report to congress at the 
next session. 


No further effort will be made by the 


Bureau of Forestry to have congress 
act on the forest project before ad- 


journment. Mr. Pinchot says he is 
sure a commission would recommend 
lie adoption of ttis buraiu's proposi- 
tion. 


The select committee that conducted 


the investigation m the Indian Terri- 
tory has about completed the second 
installment of its report and will sub- 
mit it to the senate this week. It is 
understood .that this installment will 
complete the report. It has been de- 
layed as the committee decided to wait 
until the senate acted on some of the 
Indian Territory amendments in the 
Indian appropriation bill. If the var- 
ious provisions inserted in that bill by 
the select committee are finally adopted 
some of the recommendations in the 
report will be unnecessary. These rec- 
ommendations relate to the administra- 
tion of the allotments of members of 
the Five Tribes. The committee has 
decided to severely criticise Secretary 
Hitchcock for issuing the Choctaw res- 
ervation order. It has toned down its 
remarks concerning the secretary. It 
did this because the forest reserve 
scheme has been killed and because 
Mr. Hitchcock will leave the cabinet 
in about three weeks. 


STILL UNCERTAIN ABOUT 


PRIMARY ELECTION DATE 


Guthrie, Ok. Feb. 11-The Demo- 


cratic Executive committee of Okla- 
homa has withdrawn ita order for a 
primary election to be held March 12, 
owing to the conflict with the promised 
report from the constitutional conven- 
tion's election committee/which is to 
fix the date for ratifying the constitu- 
tion and the selection of party candi- 
dates. The convention will more than 
likely declare for the blanket primary 
system for nominations of state officers 
and an advisory primary for United 
States senator, which is about as close 
to the Federal Constitution as the Okla- 
homa law can with safety go. 


The convention committee will not 
•port before Monday. 
There are two 


eas as to when the constitution should 


I be voted on and the primaries held—in 
June or in August. 
Depending upon 


this is the date for the first legislative 
session. 


To determine the con vent ions author- 


ity in the premises the committee has 
addressed three questions to the jud- 
iciary committee which asks if the 
body has power to provide qualifications 
for electors who shall be entitled to 
vote for or against the constititution 
and for district or county officers at 
the first general election; has the con- 
vention authority to create a canvass- 
ing board to conduct the first general 
election, 
and 
has 
the convention 


authority to provide by ordinance for 
a primary system for the nomination 
of candidates for the first election.

Much is heard of doped horses on a 


race track. 
The 
manner 
in which 


these horses are doped is explained 
by a prominent veterinarian. No one 
is liltely to be caught in the 
act of 


doping a^race horse, because the dose 
given is so small it can be adminis- 
tered with little danger of detection 
long before the race. If a horse is to 
race at three o'clock he gets a two- 
gram powder on his topfue in a dark- 
ened stall at one o'clock. The drug 
takes effect in about 30 minutes and 
the animal breaks out into a sweat, 
lie is rubbed down, cooled out and 
done up as if he had come in 
from 


morning work. Every effort ia made 
to keep him quiet until post time, but 
he very often breaks out again, and is 
again cooled out. The doped horse 
never 
takes any warming up work, 


and this facts affords the beat means 
I know of for finding him out. He Js 
moved slowly to the starting point, 
great care being taken to prevent him 


1 from becoming excited until the flag 


is dropped.

the work, and in an instant the full 
force of the dope is felt, stimulating 
the animal to run the race of his life.

Recipe for Consomme That U Said to

Whon the best joints of fowls or 


partridges have been taKen for frl- 
caases or cutlets the remainder may be 
stewed with a pound or two of veal 
cut, a consomme which then takes the 
name chicken or of game gravy. 


For a large dinner It is always well

To induce perspiration, wring a 


blanket

The cnveilngs may then be taken off 
and the surface of the body rubbed 
with warm towels.

Take six tc 
ten onions, according to size, and chop 
fine, put in a largo spider over a ho* 
ilre, then add the same quantity oi 
ryemeal and vinegar, enough to forir 
a thick past*. In 1be meanwhile etii 
it thoroughly, letting it simmer five 01 
ten minutes. Then put in a cotton bag 
larp;e enough to cover the lungs, and 
apply to chost as hot as patient can 
bear. 
In about ten minutes applj 


another, and thus continue by re-Ueab 
Ing the poultices, and in a few hours 
the patient will be out of danger. This 
simple remedy has seldom failed to 
cure this too-often fatal malady. Usu- 
ally three or foxir applications will be
